Applicant's arguments, regarding claim 1, see page 7, 5 th paragraph, lines 4-5 of 
the remarks, filed October 8 2005, the prior art of record fails to teach "an image 
analysis system receiving image data of the component and analyzing the image 
data utilizing gradient processing to compare a first gradient value to a second 
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gradient value to locate the one or more features ". With respect to the art 
rejection of claims 1-25 have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, art 
rejection for claims 1- 25 has been withdrawn and case is allowed. 

Regarding claim 9, the prior art of record fails to teach "an image analysis system 
receiving image data of the component generated when the component is being 
illuminated with the off-axis lighting and analyzing at least three relative maxima of 
histogram data generated from the image data to locate the one or more features, 
respectively". 

Claim 12 is the representative of claim 9. 

Applicant's arguments, regarding claim 21, see page 9, first paragraph lines 5- 
14, the prior art of record fails to teach "a dual lighting analysis system analyzing 
image data of the component created when the axial lighting system and the off- 
axis lighting system are simultaneously illuminating the component and 
generating component acceptance data".
